Natural for Very Early Hatched Pul- 
lets to do Through Partial 
Moult in Fall.

Every full we hear a nnmbcr of r»- 
ports of pullet-egg prod'ic.'lon being 
cut down by fall mouliliig. Thla U 
perhaps only uUlurnl v. hen we consid¬ 
er that every one is working toward 
early maturity and production by 
means of better breeding early hatch- 
lag and heavy feeding. It U natural 
for yory early hatched tmllels to atop 
laying and go through a partial jnonlt 
heforo cold weather. In addition te 
this natural tendency, the mo'jlt tnay 
be hastened by any sudden change of 
feed, euro or environment. The fol¬ 
lowing simple rules. If followed, will 
be helpful to prevent this fall moult; 

1. Avoid hatching out of season; 
Mnrcii, April nnd May arc best, the 
exact time depending on tbe breed. 

2. Provide free range during the en¬ 
tire season. 

8. Avoid rations containing an ex¬ 
cess of protein. 

4. Do not attempt to bold pullets 
back, let them mature normally. 

n. Have the pullets In their winter 
quarters before production starts. 

8. Avoid any sudden change In feed, 
enro or management after production 
begins.—C’oiinecllciit Experiment Sta¬ 
tion.
